Building Up Fears Re- 
garding U. S. Treaties

reservations is desired by President 
Coolidge and Secretary Kellogg for 
the anti-war treaties. To attach res- 
ervations would kill the spirit of the 
document, In the opinion of the sec- 
retary of state. 


There is really no serious opposi- 


tion to tee Kellogg- treaties but ex- 
perience with the league of nations 
covenant showed that the longer the 
delay, the greater the opportunity to 
build up fears and apprehensions. 


Practically every reservation that 


could be made 
already 
has been 


made in the diplomatic correspon- 
dence that preceded the signing of 
the pact in Paris. But while these 
qualifications are all acceptable in 
an exchange of notes, 'they tend to 
detract from the strength of a treaty 
if actually attached.

The idea of placing on record the 


avowed purpose 
of -all nations to 


avoid all war, declaring^it as an un- 
lawful instrument of national policy, 
is contained in the treaty and noth- 
ing- therein implies an obligation on 
the part of any nation to come to 
the defense of a nation which is at- 
tacked. This is Mr. Kellogg's view 
,and if any opposition develops to the 
treaty it will be on the ground that 
while no specific 
obligation exists, 


a moral obligation is implied. 


The answer being made to this is 


that if that be true, then every treat- 
ty signed by the United States on 
any subject contains a moral obliga- 
tion to apply physical force to com- 
pel obedience by the 
other party. 


There have been numerous agree- 
ments violated between nations with- 
out a resultant conflict of arms on 
the part of those signatories whose 
rights were impaired. The theory of 
the department of state is that all 
nations would have a free hand once 
any one nation in a particular con-

_ ter century tie increase of produc- 


tivity has been only in small part 
due to the opening up of new natur- 
al ^resources, but has been 
chiefly 


attributable to what may be called 
human lactors. 


"The underlying causes of ad- 


vancing efficiency of American In- 
dustry translate themselves Into a 
number ol more specific and direct 
factors. Among these the most

Variety in Sports 


Variety in exercise make for symmetrical development..

race is a natural possession of 
the American girl, due to her

love of dancing, sports 
and 


activities. And in sports she has 
proved herself in many directions a 
formidable rival to the opposite sex. 
To meet all these calls and her so- 
cial duties, she possesses vital fresh- 
ness and buoyant energy. 


In sports, however, as in dancing, 


there are certain'things which de- 
tract most decidedly from grace, and 
should be avoided. Observation and 
;he study of dancing since I was a 
ittle child have impressed me forc- 
ibly with this. One of these,detract* 
ing sources, and a serious one, is too 
steady a devotion to a single sport 
employing a single set of musclesr 
The same objection arises to confin- 
ing oneself to a single set of exercis- 
es in dancing. 


To Tie thoroughly graceful 
and 


symmetrically developed, not only 
one set of muscles, but all should be 
called into play. Exercise evenly 
distributed and not too much of any 
kind is the only plan^to follow. 


People who are devoted to torse- 


back riding are apt to develop a very 
ugly walk; those who play tennis ex- 
clusively are also likely to become 
ungraceful walkers, due in part to 
wearing flat shoes 
continuously; 


also, tennis playing to excess brings 
a certain lankmess of movement. 


Variety in exercise, instead of a 


single set of-them, plays a big part 
in both, sports and dancing in devel- 
oping the muscles of the body. To 
ake one kind of sport or exercises 
one day and other the next is a far 
surer way to grow more graceful 
and to develop with greater sym- 
metry.

Washington, D. C.—The outlook in 


the Swedish silver fov breeding in- 
dustry, which was not very bright 
at its Inception, recently has been 
reported improved appreciably, ac- 
cording' to information received at 
the Department of Commerce. 


Members of the Association of the 


Breeders of Fur Bearing Animals, of 
Sweden own 29 silver fox farms on 
which there are about 500 animals, 
the department has been advised. 
At a recent meeting of this associa- 
tion a silver fox breeder was ap- 
pointed inspector to keep a record of 
tli" pedi-ree of each animal raised. 


It is reported that one pair of sil- 


ver foxes costs about 4,000 crowns 
in Sweden. The first pair imported 
into Scandinavia was purchased by a 
Norwegian in 1913 for 60,000 crowns. 


Silver fox farming 
also has ad- 


vanced considerably in Norway, the 
Department says, and in some parts 
of that country it has netted an ap- 
preciable income to the 
owners. 


There are about £6,000 silver foxes 
on the 1,000 fox farms in Norway, 
and their value is estimated at 25,- 
000,000 to 30,000.000 crowns." 


It is said that the climate In north- 


ern Sweden is fully as suitable to fox 
raising as is that of Canada, Finland 
or Norway. 
Furthermore, it is felt 


that the proximity o: Sweden to Lon-

RETURN ADDRESS 


IS ADVISED ON 


CHRISTMAS MAIL 


4,000,OQO Cards and Let- 


ters Go to Dead Letter 
Office Every January 


Kaukauna—Postmaster A. Mill re- 


quests that people mailing Christmas 
cards put a return address on the 
envelope. Thus If the card Is not de- 
livered it may be returned. A notice 
from John H. Bartlett, assistant post- 
master general, states that the dead 
letter office receives during January 
of every year three to four million 
dead letters and Christmas cards m 
addition to the normal amount of 
undellverable letters. 


This is due primarily to incorrect 


addresses, but this^ would still be pre- 
ventable if the senders would place 
return address on 
the 
envelope, 


though it is contrary to the wide- 
spread costum of omitting them now 
used. The loss reported amounts to 
?325,000 in cash, not to mention the 
disappointment of thousands of peo- 
ple who expect cards. It leads to 
misunderstandings that could easily 
be avoided. Putting return addresses 
on the envelope would save the post- 
office much trouble and annoyance. 


The postmaster reports that people 


in the city ask the mail carriers to 
get stamps and give'them money to 
mail letters- for them. 
He states 


that the mail carriers are forbidden 
by law to accept money for such 
purposes and that the people should 
stop such practice. 
He also says 


that the practice of giving the mail 
carriers letters to mail 
should be 


discouraged. Mail boxes are put up 
for that purpose and the people 
should use them. 


Business at the postofflce has In- 


creased greatly 
during 
the past 


month and the parcel post orders 
show that the people are doing a 
great deal of shopping. He urges 
people to get all Christmas mail out 
as soon as possible, as the rush is 
starting. 


Many Christmas cards are begin- 


ning to come to the postoffice and 
the postmaster advises that those 
mailing Christmas cards use regular 
sized cards 
Cards that are too 


small or too large cannot go through 
the cancelling machine and have to 
be cancelled by hand. This makes 
much extra work to the employees 
and the loss a lot of valuable time.
